Definite planS are swiftly taking 
shape for the American Painters and 
Sculptors Exhibition, to open at the 


69th Regiment Armory, Feb. 15. Alk 
of the foreign works to be shown have 
been selected, and Arthur B. Davies, 
who has just returned from Europe, 
whither he went about a month ago in 
quest of individual expressions in art, 
is enthusiastic over the promise of suc- 
cess for what he calls “this unique and 
independent exhibition,” and in his op 
timism all his fellow members of the 
Society share.
